Asiatics Cholera. 

Ottawa.Oct 10— The Department of Agri¬ 
culture has received advioes through the usual 
channel* that Asiatic cholera i* epidemic 
and has obtained a footing in south-eastern 
Europe, Turkey and Greeoe and some parts 
of Hungary being affected. The reports 
state that the disease is following its usual 
course towards central and western Europe 
with great rapidity. It was oonfined to 
Mesopotamia during the first five days of 
Aug., andon the 14th made its appearance at 
Baghlad, but since then h«s qulokfy travell¬ 
ed into Europe. Baghdad D in desolation 
and nearly deserted. Up to the end of 
August the number of deaths had reached 
2,050. The maroh of this dreaded disease 
along the old routes from its habitat in the 
east furnishes a warning note to all sanitary 
associations to be on the look-out for It, and 
Canada’s increasing trsffic between the east 
and our Pacific ports should Induoe increased 
vigilance in that quarter.

He has no right to be the means of bringing 
misery to others or to leave to posterity the 
legacy of ill-health or constitutional weak¬ 
ness. It Is the duty of all to be healthy, 
and to so observe rh i laws ot hygiene that 
he may oentribate the foil measure of his 
individual well-being to the publlo good. 
His indifference or neglect of health laws 
and the observance of tne sanitation of his 
home Is nat only a crime against himself, 
bat an iafltoMen of a wrong on the pnblic 
and a burden on posterity. 

“ A mislaksn idea obtains that an epl 
demlo mast prevail belere there is need of 
any sanitary preoan lions, when the truth is, 
such epidemics are always evidence that 
these p-eoautUns have been fatally neglect¬ 
ed. Msroever, the greateat mortality does 
not result from epidemics, but from deaths 
constantly occurring In the oeurse of snob 
diseases aa are admitted to be wholly pre¬ 
ventable, and resol) meat frequently from 
the unsanitary conditions of neglected hemea 
and, in the abeente af Inspection and pre¬ 
ventative means, extend throughout com¬ 
munities. Suoh diseases as diphtheria, soar- 
let fever, typnold, and others of this class, 
are constantly carrying off victims, and, in 
the aggregate, far snrpaas the deaths la 
epidemios. These diseases, if they do not 
resalt directly from ill kept homes, find in 
soch homes a lodgment, and their j viru¬ 
lence and extent Is increased.

There Art JC of Them Existing Xsw—All 
time trom Asia. 

M. de Qratrefages, the feadlng French 
ethnologist, In presenting the second part 
of his “ Introduction to the Study of the 
Human Races ” to the Academy of Sciences, 
has given an interesting summary of his 
general ' conclusions with regard to the 
origin and distribution of mankind.

The Irishman has a natural lustloot for 
drill, and the recruits at the depot ptok it 
up very rapidly and well. I am tare that If 
any of my mllitaiy readers saw a battalion 
drill there, they would pronounce It a very 
creditable performance for recruits of a few 
months' training. There Is always great 
steadiness, and the manual and firing exe>- 
olses are performed with muoh smartness 
and precision. The men are armed with the 
Snider oarbine and sword-bayonet In ad¬ 
dition to the mors psacefnl baton. 

The recruit on joining his oountry station 
has, like the youDg officer, to put into prac¬ 
tice all that he has learned in theory at the 
depot. This is by no means as easy as it 
might seem, and It Is a year or two with 
him also before he is worth muoh as a police¬ 
man. His average patrolling work Is 
some she hoars In the twenty-four. This 
may seem little in oomparlson to the elgut 
hours' beat duty usually performed by the 
metrogolltan policeman, but the Rsyal 
Irish constable is never out of uniform when 
sff duty ; he Is liable to be oalled on at any 
moment. He oannot go far or remain long 
away from bis station, and sometimes on de¬ 
tachment duty, In disturbed placet, he is 
working for twelve or fifteen hoars dally for 
weeks together. 

A patrol never consists of less than two 
men. In the daytime ths senior of these Is 
armed with a revolver, the junior carrying a 
baton only. In disturbed districts by day, 
and everywhere at night, the patrol is fully 
armed, the senior with a revolver, the others 
with carbines. The duration of a patrol 
varies from three to six hours, ol whloh a 
portion Is always spent In ambnsh. And on 
a oold, wild winter s night an ambush in 
wet ditch is no pleasant task. 

A recruit under six month's service is paid 
£39 per annum. A constable of over six 
nmn ha' a -d under four years’ service £54 
12 1 ,; ov r twenty years, £70 4i. Aa acting 
sergeant gets £72 16a yearly ; a sergeant of 
under four years in that rank, £75 8t. ; oi 
four years aod over, £80 12i.

The whites 
extended westward and northward, giving 
birth to three secondary types, the Finnish, 
the Ssmitic, and the Aryan, if we exoept 
the Allophyles, which form a separate group. 
Their are* of distribution is continuous, as 
is that *f the yellows, because of the extep 
sive land surface of the Eurasian continent. 
The yellows spread eastward and crossed 
into America. The whites and yellows are 
checked or blended with each other, produo* 
ing many varieties of man. The blacks or 
negro type, whloh originated on the south 
of the oenteral maea was forced by the nature 
of the continent, and probably by tho at 
tacks of the whites and yellows, to go south 
into Africa and east into the Indian Archipe 
lago, or Melanesia. The proto-Semitee 
arristed their distribution in the north of 
Africa, and the mixture of the two racee 
gave rise to the negroid papulations. 
In the centre and south of Africa 
the blaoks continued in their ethnic 
purity until the infiltration of other races 
from Earaps and the north of Africa in 
modern timee. Those which remained In 
their original home became blended with the 
whites and yellews, giving rise to the dra- 
vidian papulations whloh p d by shades 
into the three fundamental u i e*. 

As for the Allophyles, r • *. 'laented by the 
race of Cro-Magnon, they o upied parte of 
Europe and North Africa, cm which they 
extended to the Canaries, xhe three fund* 
mental types also found themselves In 
Oceania ; the Allophyllan whites occupying 
Polynesia, the blacks Malneeia, the yellows 
Malasia. The latter were, aooording to M. 
de Quatrefages, the last to come into the 
maritime world. 

The peopling pi America dates from the 
quaternary period, and is due 1jp migrations 
of different typee—Allophyllc white and 
yellow, blending with the local quaternary 
races, which also belonged to tne yellow 
type. Europe, since the tertiary ages, has 
received only Allophylian whites, Finns, 
and Aryans. The number of _races now 
existing in a pure state is exceedingly re¬ 
stricted, if, Indeed, there is a ring e one 
which can be accepted as such j perhaps 
seme little groups, protected by their 
isolation, such n* the Mincopies, may show 
an identity of characters attesting their 
ethnic homogeneity.

The 
“good servloo pay” of tho rank Is £60 per 
annum, and the lodging allewanoe tbe same. 

The commandant of the depot and the 
town inspootor of Belfast oaoh receive £600 a 
year, with various allowances very much 
similar to those of a oounby inspootor. 

The assistant inspectors-general rooelve 
£700 ; the deputy inspector general, £1,000, 
and tbe inspector-general, £1,500 per annum. 
Theee offioers are allowed £1 for eaoh night’s 
absence on duly, and the nsnal mileage. 

Offioers and men in the force beoeme en¬ 
titled to pensions on a eoale laid down by 
acts of Parliament, after a certain number ©f 
years’ torvioe. Under the latest acts 
healing with this subject the pensions arc 
not so good, proportionately to the pay, as 
they used to be. Of late years the tendenoy 
has been to increase the pay and allowances 
and lessen the pension of members of the 
foroe. 

Speaking generally, the uniform of both 
offioers and men resembles that of a grifla 
regiment, exoept that the oifioer’a patrol 
j »oket has fi ve tags on it instead of braid.

Theodore Child writes in Harper’s B*z»r • 
The Anglo Saxons are afraid to nse their 
fiogerstoeat with, especially the English. 
Thanks to this hesiaarfon, I hare seen & the 
oonrse of my travels in the old world many 
distressing sights. I have seen a lady 
allempt to eat crawfish with a knife and fork 
and abandon the attempt in despair. I have 
also seen men in the same fix. I have seen 
—oh, barbarous and orael spectacle 1—Anglo 
8axons, otherwise apparently olvilissd, out 
•ff the points of asparagus and eat these 
points only with a fork, thus leaving the 
best part of the vegetable on their plates. 
As for artlohekes they generally utterly 
defeat the attaoks of those who trust onlv t*> 
the knife and fork. 

Fiogen must be used for eating oertain 
things, notably sparagus, artichokes, fruit, 
olives, radishes, pastry, and even small 
fried fish ; in short, everything whloh will 
not dirty er grease the fiagers may be eaten 
with the fiagers. For my own part I pre¬ 
fer to eat lettaoe salad with my fingers 
rather than with a fork, and Qnsen Marie 
Antoinette and other ladles oftthe eighteenth 
century were of my way of thinking. If 
the ladies oeuld only aee hew pretty is their 
gesture when their diaphanont forefinger 
and thumb grasp a leaf of delioate green 
lettuoe and raise that leaf from the poroelaln 
plate to their rosy lips they would all 
immediately take to eating salad a la Marie 
Antoinette. Only bear In mind, good ladies, 
that if yon do wish to eat lettnoe salad 
with yonr fingers yon must mix your salad 
with oil and vinegar, and not with that 
abominable ready made white “ salad dress¬ 
ing," to look upon which is nauseating. 

May heaven preserve us from exaessive 
Anglomania in matters of table service and 
eating. The English tend to oomplioate the 
eating tools far too mnoh. They have too 
many forks for comfort, and the forms of 
them are too quaint for practical utility. 
Certainly silver dessert knives and forks are 
very good in their way, because they are not 
susceptible to the aotion of fruit aoids, bnt it 
is vain and olumsy to attempt to make too 
exclusive use of the knife and fork in eating 
fruit. Don’t imitate, for Instance, oertain 
ultra correot Eaglish damsels who eat cher¬ 
ries with a fork and swallow the stones be¬ 
cause they are too modest, or rather' too 
asinine, to spit them out on to the plate. Eat¬ 
ing is not a thing to be ashamed of. To 
thoroughly enjey a peaoh you must bite it 
and feel the jatoy, perfumed fieeh melt In 
your month. Bat let the Anglomaniacs say 
wha* they please, there is no necessity of 
sticking a fork Into the peaoh, and pooling It 
while so impaled, as if It wsre an ill-favored 
and foul objeot. A peaoh is as beautiful to 
the touoh as It is to the eye ; a peaoh held 
between human fingers has its beauty enh&uo 
ed by the beauty of ths fiagers. However 
dainty and ornate the silver dessert knife and 
fork may be, it always Irritates me to see 
people cut up their peaches, or pears, or ap 
Hosts, or what net, into cubes and paralle¬ 
lepipeds, as if dessert were a branch of conic 
sections. Imitate Marie Antoinette, ladles ; 
use ywur fiagers mare freely ; eat decently, 
af oaurse, bnt da not be the slaves of silly 
Anglamania er Newport create. To eat a 
peirer an apple cenveniently, cut it into 
quarters, and pael eaob quarter in turn as 
you eat it. The peaoh, teo, can be cut into 
quarters, if the eater la timid. Aprloota do 
not need peeling, nar plums either. Who 
would be bald eoongh to peel a tresh fig, or 
to touch auob a delicate fruit even with the 
purest silver instruments?

> The Amherst Island Agricultural Society 
held their annual show at Stella, on Thurs¬ 
day, October 3rd. The weather was most 
unfortunately anything bnt favorable for 
the occasion.

The fishing Industry. 

Acoordlng to tbs New York Times the fact 
that the modvt vivendi will expire before the 
beginning of another fishing season is likely 
to be brought before Congress for considera¬ 
tion next session. Our contemporary says .— 
“The purpose in granting It was to afford 
time for the deliberate consideration of the 
treaty which was rejected last year, and in 
case of that rejection to provide a peaceable 
method of carrying on the fishing industry 
nntil some othei mode of settling the points 
in controversy should be reached. There is 
no question that it has accomplished its 
purpose, so far as furnishing certain accom 
modations is concerned., and the recent state¬ 
ment that twice as many lioensoe have been 
issued this yoar to Amerloan vessels as last 
shows that it is growing in favonr. But moan 
while the interval has not been improved to 
make any progress toward tha final adjust¬ 
ment of the fishery dispute. Presumably, 
when the two years expire and a new season 
it to begin, those Amerloan fishermen who 
hove availed themselves of the privileges 

G ranted under the modut vivendi license of 
nying bait, foe, and other supplies, trans 
shipping freight, shipping and landing men 
and so on, will be sorry m lose them, if 
there Is nothing to tako their plaoe.’’ 

Rhode Island and Massachusetts have a 
little fisheries dispate In their own right. 
Massachusetts oenteoda that Buzzards Bay 
—whioh we may remark is net a thousand 
miles broad, like Behrlog Sea—Is a mare 
clausnm (there Is no sense In talking Eugith 
when Latin will de jast ss well), and, there 
fore, that the Rhodians have no right to 
oatoh menhaden therein. The Rhode Island 
“Porgy Pirates," without bothering them¬ 
selves with oompllcated arguments about 
fishing rights, simply fished. One day the 
Massachusetts catbeat, Dempsey's Dream, 
bore down upon six of the pirates and 
boarded one of them, the Joseph Chnrob, 
The five other pirates came to the resoue, 
bat were frightened away by the guns of the 
Dempsey's Dream. The captain of the 
Dream put a prize crew on board the Cburoh 
—not a crew of one, like the Rush, but a 
orew big enough to coDtrol the boat and to 
put the Church's captain in irons when he 
steered tho wrong way. This illustrates 
that oontrol of the shore fisheries rests with 
the different States, the Federal Government 
having this power only In the case of Terri¬ 
tories. If Alaska were to become a State 
she would be able to send oatboats to pro 
tect her fisheries, bnt she would probably 
give up the thousand miles olaim that the 
United States is making, and be oontent 
with a three mile limit. 


The total cost of supplying the British 
man-of war Hero with y*plosives and pro¬ 
jectiles for a commissiotfis estimated by a 
correspondent of the London Dally News 
at between £35,000 and £40,000. It oosts 
£8 5s., or about $41, to fire a single shot 
from one of tho two 12 Inch, 46-ton, breech- 
loading gnns. The oharge weighs 295 
pennds and is kept in four silken bags, 
enclosed in a brass cylindrical case. The 
ammunition for torpodoef, etc., being all on 
the same expensive scale, it is not hard to 
see how the total of $200,000 is reached, 
and how enormous would bf the expense of 
a groa; naval war In these days. 
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Eighty pedigree Clydesdales have been 
sold ont of a stud In Kirkcudbrightshire to 
a commissioner from Saxeny, where these 
horsee are new in great demand, and the 
trade with Germany appears likely to in¬ 
crease considerably, 

A new opbthalmlo disease whloh has 
recently appeared fn Vienna, attaoks the 
oornea of the eyeball, upon which appear 
small white apeoks, s» that the patient is 
almost unable to see. Professor Stellwag, a 
renowned oooulist, deoLares that the disease 
has remained unknown up to the present 
time, although it brunet malignant or diffi¬ 
cult to treat 

In 1878, thirteen years after the dose of 
the «W1 war, the United States Gerern- 
ment was paying out for pensions $27,000,- 
000. Ten years later the amennt had 
Increased to $88,000,080, and this year it is 
said. It will be not lest than $110,000,000. 
This latter sum is forty per oent. of the 
oountry’s total expenditure, and mere than 
the ooet of the standing armies of Carman 
and Great Britain. The whole sec et e th 
wonderful expansion ef the’ pension list 
appears to be that it is used for political 
purposes. 
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According to the Eastern papers the Grand 
Trunk is surveying a line of railway from 
Edmunston to Moncton. Edtnunston is now 
reached from Quebeo by the Intercolonial 
and the Temlsoeuata railways. A line frem 
Edmunston, the terminus of the Temlsoouata, 
to Menoton, will supply the misting link in 
the shortest possible all-Canadian route to 
Halifax. By the Intercolonial the dlstanoe 
from Montreal to Halifax is 850 miles ; by 
the C. P. R. short line It is 758 miles. By 
the brojected all-Canadian route it will be 
but 700 miles. The Halifax people have 
been moving heaven and earth to secure a 
short route to the West. Now is their 
ohanoe, not only to get a short route, but a 
competitive route. 
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The recent cession by the Saltan of Zanzi¬ 
bar to the Imperial British East stfrlos 
Company .f the Island and port of Lamu is 
bailed in Eagland as a most important acqui¬ 
sition. It Is looked upon as a distinct tri¬ 
umph over German diplomacy, whloh is 
aimlDg at securing the same pert. It was 
felt by some that British interests on the 
east ooaet of Afrioa were somewhat oiroum 
scribed, but the latest addition is held to be 
a highly advantageous addition to British 
territory. Following quiok upon this oomes 
the announcement that the Salisbury Gov¬ 
ernment Intends to establish a new line of 
mail steamers between London and the 
principal east African ports via Naples. 
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The rivalry between New York and 
Chioago for the privilege of holding the 
world s fair of 1S92 beoomes keener every 
day, and la developing frantio and ludioroos 
proposals. The smokiness of Chioago and 
the consequent degradation whloh the ouffs 
and oollars of European visitors must suffer, 
unless old world prejudices against celluloid 
are overoome, it being “ rubbed in" to 
Chloagoans, and apparently with effect.

LATEST FROM EUROPE. 


The Czarina'* Health-Specks of Wax 
Clouds-Boulanger and His Friends. 

The Czar has sent an autograph letter to 
Emperor William etatiug that the Czarina 
has caught cold, and that her physioiana 
have advised her to delay her departure for 
teveral days. Tue Cz ir asks that the dual 
directions for his reception at Potsdam be 
delayed. 

Prinoe Bismarok has slnoe oommunicated 
with Count Sohouvaloff, the Rneaian Min¬ 
ister, in regard to the arrangement! of the 
Czar in the event of bis coming to Berlin. 
Cennt Sohouvaloff replied that he had orders 
to prepare to reoeive tne Czar and his snlte 
at the Embaesy. The Czar himself has not 
intimated his intentions beyond his visit to 
Potsdam. 

The week has been signalicsd by an oat- 
break of war olamors by the semi-official 
press. The Cologne '’Gscstte 1 ' publishes an 
alarmist article on the extension of the 
Russian etateaio railways on the frontier, 
whloh the " North German Gscstte ” promi¬ 
nent!) quotes. There is a simultaneous re¬ 
appearance of war notes in the Chancellor’s 
organs. 

The Vienna papers foment the scare by 
statement* that the Russians along the 
frontiers of Galtola and Bukovin* are In 
aotnal motloo. Six regiments of cavalry 
and fonr of infantry have, they say, arrive d 
from the Interior. Observation towers are 
bring erected close to the Galioian frontier, 
the whole aspect of the oonntry giving the 
impression that the army is making a strate¬ 
gic meroh. These report* have been direct¬ 
ly suppressed by the Vienna and Berlin 
ministers. 

bismabck’s motives. 

Bismarck's motives in recreating agitation 
over the Russian armaments is variously 
interpreted. Recalling the incidents prior 
to the last interview the Czar aooordea him, 
it is obvious that the Chancellor aims to 
plaoe the Czar again under the necessity of 
granting a political conferenoe. The reports 
also serve other purposes, as they tend to 
balk Russia’s efforts to negotiate a loan for 
the payment of the oost of tho repealing 
rifla* ordered in France, and prepare the 
Reichstag to accept the new military bill, 
which is dow known to involve an extra 
credit of 240,000,000 marks. But if the in¬ 
difference shown by the Boeree over the 
attempted scare forecasts the feeling of the 
Reichstag, Prinoe Bismarck will find the 
members less eusoeptible than formerly to 
the old triok. 

Bat Boulanger's demeanor just now le 
anything but Olympian, and he is especially 
worried by the entreaties of some people 
who pose as his friends to do something 
noble and striking, in order to prevent 
deieat beoomlng rout at the eecend ballot¬ 
ing. Preferably they would like the Gener¬ 
al to get to Parle la dieguise, ride down the 
Bois de Boulogne at noon on hie black 
charger, and be arrested gloriously In the 
eight of all Parle. They admit that the 
consequences would be unpleasant for Bou¬ 
langer personally, but it would greatly 
advance the cause.

Simple and Pretty- 

Cheap and effective pioture-frames are 
useful things in these days, when almost 
every one paint*; and oil aketohes will look 
well framed in the following manner ; Got 
from a picture-frame maker a wide, flat frame 
of oommon deal, and a cheap gold flat io fit 
inside it; cover the frame lightly and 
•moothly with ooarse dark green serge ; lay 
it face downwards on the table, and with a 
few nails fix into it the flat and the pioture ; 
paste a sheet of brown paper all over the 
book, and eorew in the two ring* by whioh 
to bang it up. 

Take one or two nice fall trails of bramble, 
ohoosing those with email leaves; iron them 
and gild them thoroughly, stem and all, 
using lustre paint the color of the gilt fist, 
and when thoroughly dry, turn the frame 
ever and fasten od the bramble trail* ; drive 
needle points through the items, and use 
glne for the leave# : arrange them thlokly in 
one oorner, and let them trail off gradually, 
»o that none qnite reach the opposite oorner, 
where a flight of email Japanese butterflies, 
also gilt, oau be put with very good effect. 

Vase* and jars of the rough, oommon sort 
of terra cotta, can be converted into deoor* 
stive ornament* by painting the vase with 
the darker shades of gTeen lustre paint, 
beginning darkest at the top, and shading 
off lighter toward the bottom, then taking 
some fir oones and twigs painted with the 
lighteat green gold, a ad sticking them on. 
The twigs are qulio pliable enough to bend 
round and follow the shape of the voee, and 
glue holds very firmly on the porons terra¬ 
cotta. 


Open fir oones, suoh as ohildren love to 
pick up and bring home, can be made into 
quite pretty flsral receptaoles by being eet 
up in a damp pot, earth sprinkled around 
and over them, and then bird seed. Keep 
them moist, and after a time the seed springs 
into life, and a crop of delicate greenery 
spronts from the oone segments. 

Old raveled yarn hose will answer for rngs 
after the Persian style. Tho yam is sewed 
in bnrlaps, doubled, leaving it in loops, 
whioh curl down olose’.y to the baokgronnd. 
Another one might be cut olosely with sharp 
scissors until it looks like velvet. 

Old fashioned miniatures are effeotually 
displayed by covering an old oval or square 
picture with a drapery of India silk and 
filling the aperture with cardboard oovered 
with colored velvet or white brooade. 

The pictures are suspended on small fancy 
hooks affixed to the cardboard. The frame 
rests upon an easel, and both might be 
enameled white, and the silk drapery dls:

Perhops the extentlon 
of the Russian railways through Siberia 
and Tartary had something to do in 
inducing a decided ptlicy at Pakin in 
regard to an improvement of Immense 
political importance to the Celestial Empire.

Having 
disabled her victim, she drags it along by 
one of the antenose, bat if both these be cut 
off close to the head, it never oocars to her 
to grasp a leg. She simply leaves her vio- 
tim In despair. 

Again, when this wasp had once provis¬ 
ioned a oell with a grasshopper and laid as 
egg there, both egg and grasshopper were 
removed. The sphex was allowed to return, 
but, though she went iato the empty cell 
and must have known it to be vacant, she 
calmly proceeded to stop up the opening, as 
if nothing had happened. 

The mason bee constructs an earthen cell, 
through which, when it has reached matur¬ 
ity, the young insect eats its way. MoDsienr 
Fabre found that if he pasted a pieeo of 
paper round the cell the insect had no diffi 
culty in oating through it, but if he also 
enclosed the cell in a paper case, so that 
there was an air space between cell and 
paper, the insect made no attempt to pene¬ 
trate the outer paper. Instinct taught it to 
bite through one enclosure, but it had not 
wit enough to attempt a second. 

Bees are supposed to show a high order 
of intelligence, as compared with other in¬ 
sects, bat even they have narrow limitations, 
There is a species ot bee which builds cells 
of masonry and fills them with honey a* the 
gcee, raising the rim a little, then making 
a few journeys tor honey, and, when the 
oell Is fall, covering the top with a last load 
of mortar. 

Monsieur Fabre once chose a nearly com¬ 
pleted cell, and broke away a portion of the 
wall. Tne bie mended the place on her 
return, the operation ooming in the natural 
order of her work. Then the naturalist 
pierced a hole in the bottom of the cell, but, 
through the honey ixided through it, the 
poor bee continued bringing alternate honey 
and mortar, as if nothing had happened. 

On another occasion he made a still larger 
hole, but, though the little worker examin¬ 
ed it, even pushing her antennas through it, 
she had no idea of making repairs, but con¬ 
tinued to pour in at the top load after load 
of honey, whioh of course, immediately ran 
oat below. 

Nor was this all. After hours of fruit¬ 
less labor, when she had brought the usual 
amcuut of honey, she laid her egg and care¬ 
fully sealed up the empty cell. 

Another instance of the resemblance of 
instinct to mere habit is to be fonnd in the 
oase of a oaterpUar which makes a compli¬ 
cated sort of bammcck. If a cater¬ 
pillar were taken from a hammock 
which it had finished up to the sixth stage 
of construction, and placed in one which 
was completed to the third stage, it finished 
its work without difficulty. Ou the other 
hand, if one which had reached the third i 
stage were placed in one whioh had reaohed 
the sixth, instead of feeling the benefit cf 
such progress, it bebama bewildered and 
seemed iorced to return to tho point where 
it had been interrupted.

Citron Melon Pickle. —Take ripe citron 
melons, out in slices and remove the seeds. 
To five pounds of melon allow two and ene- 
half pounds of sugar and one quart of vine¬ 
gar. Heat the vinegar and sugar to the 
boiling point and pour over the citron ; let 
it stand twenty four hours, then repeat 
scalding the syrup five successive days. In 
the last boiling of the syrup, add half an 
ounce of stick cinnamon, half an ounoe of 
white ginger root, and a few cloves. When 
the syrup boils, put in the melon and boll 
ten minntce ; then put in jars. Skim the 
syrup clear and pour it over the melon. 

Sweet Tomato Pickle — Four quarts of 

f reen tomatoes and three large onisna. 

lice thorn and sprinkle with one oup of 
salt; let them stand over night. In the 
morning drain and add to them ont quart 
of water aud one pint of vintgar. Bell 
fifteen minutes, then drain again and throw 
this vinegar and water away. Add to the 
pickle one pound of sugar, ons quart of 
vinegar, one tableepoonful eaoh of clave, 
allspice, ginger, mustard, oinnamonand one- 
half teaspoonful of cayenne, then boll fifteen 
minutes. This pickle keeps well, but for 
seme reason is never better rellehed than In 
fall aad early winter. The sharper aoid 
pickles taste better In the spring months. 

Pickled Pears.— Make a sploed syrnp by 
using one pint of vinegar, one and one half 
pounds of granulated sugar, one tablespoon 
ful of coarsely ground cinnamon and one 
teaspoonful of doves. Put the iploee in a 
small muslin bag and simmer it in a small 
quantity of vinegar to extract the strength 
then add this to the sugar and vinegar 
whioh shonld bo pat into an agate preserving 
kettle. Drop as many pears in the kettle 
ae can be cooked conveniently in this amount 
of syrup and boll steadily tor fifteen mlnutos. 
Shake the kettle occasionally to keep the 
fruit from cooking fast to the bottom ef tho 
kettle, but do not stir it wtth a spoon, as ft 
will break the pears. Lift the fruit from the 
syrup and put in glaes j&re; pour over 
enough of the eyrup to oover it and seal 
while hot. As some pears are quite juloy 
and others quite dry, no rule oaa be given 
as to the quantity of syrup needed for eaoh 
pound of fruit to be pickled ; some varietioa 
absorb much and others add te the syiup 
It is well to DreDare enough so that a small 


HOWITO INDUCE SLEEP. 

lur Hothods by Which the Drowsy Cod 
Hay Bo Wooed. 

One oi the most sffootlvo inducers te sleep 
is a warm salt-water bath taken before 
retiring. This will almost always put a rest¬ 
less ohild to dumber if it Is wall, and if it 
it well fed after its bath. Sleeplessness in an 
adnlt.ia mere difficult to contend with. A 
warm aalt bath may not always aot as qulok 
ly, bat it is worth trying. If there it any 
tendenoy to oold feet pat a warm bottle to 
the feet after bathing, and in many eases 
restful sleep will fellow. It U far better to 
resort to every subterfuge to induce sleep 
before resorting to any sleeping draught. 
Sometimes a few oraokers or something else 
eaten just before retiring will induce sleep 
when nothing else will. For this purpose 
many people Keep a cracker jar In their 
rooms. The thin wafer crackers are cxoellent 
for this purpose. 

For the dry, burning sensation in the palms 
oi the hands and soles of the feet which In 
dnoes sleeplessness, sponge them in ammonia 
and water er vinegar and water. The 
continued dwelling on a certain thought may 
be of value. A frequent remedy of this kind 
is to imagine an endless flock of sheep 
stepping one by one ever a stile. The 
oontinnal monotony of the Imaginary move 
ment will soon put a wide-awake perion 
asleep. A famous phyalolan put his patients 
to drowsy slumber by an arrangement by 
whlob they llatenod to the oonstant dropping 
of water, drop by drop, on metal. If 
person Is habltnally wakeful at night ft 
wise to give up tea and otffee at night, 
and drink In their plaoe a bowl of fresh 
milk heated quite hot. 


Sevres Poioelain. 

Among the interesting exhibits by French 
manufacturers, at the Parlt Exhibition this 
summer is a very beautiful one from the 
famous Sevres porosialn faolory. The dls 
play Includes four hundred and forty separ 
a'e pieoes, varying from dainty oupt, saucers 
and platss, to vases and urns of enormous 
size, statuettes, portraits and sven the most 
delicate bouquets of flswers. Many of the 
pieoes at onoe Impress the observer as 
beantlfnl, while others seem a little “ pro 
nounced ” in their vlved bines and greens. 

Almost every tint whioh oan be imparted 
to poroelaln is here ; white, turquoise bluo, 
all the greens, the dclloate rose pink whioh 
has received the name of “ Deberry," and 
soar let, whioh hat hitherto proved one of 
the msst difficult of colors to rstain under 
tks fisroe heat sf the baking fnrnaoes. 

The mannfaokure ef Sevres ware 1s one of 
the best, oldest and meat oharaoterlatlo arts 
of the Frsoob. The Sevres potteries havo 
long been under the dlreot oontrel and 
patronage oi tho government, and are in 
receipt of an annual thousand franos. The 
proceeds frsm sales go te the Slate treatnry. 
Many fino pieoes aro sent as gifts to foreign 
oountriee. 

It may ba interesting to note the origiu 
of an art whioh has attained such a world¬ 
wide celebriy. 

A royal porcelain faotory was first estab¬ 
lished at Vincennes in 1745, under Louis 
XV , and produosd many nctabls pieoes of 
ware, particularly bouquets. On one 
oooaiton, it is related, His Majesty was the 
viotim ef a practical jeke. One of the ex 
oeedingly life like bouquets having been 
placed in his green-heuso by the royal favor 
Ite, Madame de Psmpadour, the king, on his 
next visit to the place, stooped and, in all 
goad faith, attempted to smell the rare 
sxotio. 

The faotory was transferred from Vin¬ 
cennes to Sevres in 1756, since whioh date

Laoe certain* ehoald be soaked over night 
in a tub sf lukewarm water with two table 
spoonful* of antmsnla and a little soap. In 
the morning drain off the water and pour over 
them fresh water slightly warm ; move the 
laoe about carefully, squetze out gently and 
pat in a third ends. At the last rinse bine 
in thin staroh water, pats lightly through a 
wringer, bang them np, and when nearly 
dry pin over a sheet stretched on a oarpst, 
or secure in a frame, with a strip of cotton 
tacked up on the edges to which the curtain 
is smoothly fastened, then left to dry. 

Another wa7 is fasten them to the line by 
one edge with clothes pins only a few inches 
apart j then gently pall and stretch them 
until dry enough to iron. 

A good authority gives this way of doing 
up muslin curtains. Wash them carefully, 
starch and Iron while damp, on the wroDg 
side. This restores the appearance of new 
cloth. When you iron them have the table 
perfectly flat, cover it with a good, thick 
blanket, and then with a good thick iron¬ 
ing sheet. Lay the curtain on tho table 
straight, and always move the flatiron in 
the tame direction, up .,nd down or back 
and forward aoroes the onrtain. Do not 
put your hand under the edge while ironing 
as it will give the ourtain a ruffled edge 
which will greatly mar the appearance when 
hung at tho window. 

A Laundry Finish. 

This is how a shirt is Ironed at a big 
laundry after ft Is ready for the iron which 
U not a fiat iron at all bat a roller eight 
inches long and six inches In diameter, and 
heated by gas, operated by a maohine w ith 
a girl to run it.

Weigh them and allow half the!, 
weight in sugar, and to eaoh pound of sugar 
used allow one qrart of vinfgar, one heaping 
tablespoonful ol whole mixed sploes. Boil 
tho sugar and vinegar, removing the scum 
as it ris*s. When the syrup is clear put ir 
as many peaches as wil’ font and boll then* 
until they begin to grow soft, then skim 
them out. W hen all the peaches are boiled 
put in th6 soioe and boil the syrup until K 
thickens. Put the peaches in jarB, p»ur the 
syrup over them and seal 

Sweet Atple Pickle. —Use swe6t apples 
not over-ripe. Pare and quarter them, ineii 
boil them in clean water until they can be 
pierced with a fork, but be careful that they 
do not break. Take ont of the water, ano 
into each quarter stick a whole clove. Make 
a syrup of ods quart of vinegar, one pound »f 
sugar ; boll and s kim, then put in the apples, 
let them heat through, then put In jars and 
seal. The syrnp may be tpioed with ground 
cinnamon, allspice and clsvsr If liked. 

For those who have dot convenient lictle 
household scales it is w*H to remsnber tl*a» 
one pirt of granulated sugar will weigh a 
pound. 


Ancient Letteis 

Mr. Petrie s excavations have brought 
other lsng-buried wonders to light. Half a 
mile from the pyramid of Illahnn he oame 
upon a Christian cemetery of the fifth and 
sixth oentnries. Tho rich garments of the 
pioas Copis buried there are described as 
being, from the extreme dryneae of the spot, 
“still quite sound and even wearable.” 
Bolow the cemetery were found the found* 
tion deposits of Usertcsen II., about B. C., 
2960 Close to the temple are the remain* 
ol a town of the same period, evidently built 
at one time, aDd originally, it is supposed, in¬ 
tended for the architects and workmen em 
ployed upon the pyramid. It was here that 
the pottery with the alphabetic signs was 
found. Here also dozens of invaluable 
papyri were revealed. Of some of these 
Mr Petrie writes: “They are apparently 
aooonnts.all in ruled columns and lines,exqui 
sirely neat and in a beautifully clear band, 
many of the entries being in red. 1 have 
flatted and laid under pr at- seven i-quare feet 
of sheets and fragments, all of the Twelfth 
Dynasty.” But the most remarkable of 
the relics of the ancient civil zation, or at 
least those which come home to us with most 
of the freehnees and pathoB of a living andjper 
sonal interest, were tboBe turned ap at Tell 
Gurob, live or six miles from lllahun. Here 
the head oases of mummies w ere found te be 
made of many layers of papyri plastered 
together. Separated by soakiDg," saya the 
account before ns, “these papyri have been 
made to tell their story, sometimes trivial, 
sometimes pathetic, after the lapse of connt. 
less sgas. One Is a letter from a youth at 
oollege, telling his father of his progress, and 
saying that be now understands mensuration 
and can draw a plan of a house ; another 
from a royal goose herd, who states that he 
cannot supply twelve geese for KiDg 
Ptolemy’s festival.”

Cups, saucers and bowls go t ff roadlly at 
five hundred dollars, or more. At a recent 
sale, a pair cf rose Dabtrry vases were pur¬ 
chased for the sum of eighteen hundred and 
firty guineas, almost ten thousand dollars ; 
while cups and saucers went iff at ouo 
hundred and fifty gulneuu During the 
present year, single plates have sold for occ 
thousand dollars oaoh, aud vaies from 
twonty-fivo hundred dollars upward. 

A few years ago the enormous sum of fifty 
thousand dollars was paid for a single set of 
three jardinieres.

In the Turoo-Rus- 
shn war 250,000 lives were lost ; in the 
Franco Prussian war 215,000, In the Austro- 
Prnssian war 45.000, and in the Italian war 
of 1859 45,000. The very large loss sus¬ 
tained in the wars In which Rnssla and Tur¬ 
key wem opposed, and the comparatively 
small loss In the two Prussian wars, are 
worthy of note. In the two cases where the 
ioEic'3 on both sides are given—the Amerioan 
war and the Franco-Prnssian war—the 
loss of the vanquished was far greater than 
the loss of the victors.

And not only this, but he 
has apparently shown that muscular rheuma¬ 
tism of long standing has been entirely re¬ 
lieved after a single injection of the juloe in 
question. He has been oareful to state, and 
he still so deolarea, that all the experiments 
performed up to this time are not sufficient 
to establish the olaims of this glandular 
juioe as an alleviator of old age or a curer of 
any disease whatever. The whole matter is 
yet in its experimental stage, and it will 
there remain until tho subject has been 
examined Into by many phyeloians under 
different circumstance*, and a general coin 

cidence of opinion obtained. 

Now, Dr. Brown S( quard did not go blindly 
to work with his exper.ments, for every 
intelligent phvsloian knows the relation 
which exists between the glands in question 
and the mental snd physical condition of 
the animal to which they belong. /There is 
muoh a priori reasoning to support the con¬ 
clusions at which he has arrived. They aro 
not based upon empirioism, but are rational 
investigations oarried out with intelligence. 
Whether or not he has made any apparent 
addition to our means of assuaging the 
infirmities of old age or of curing disease, 
time alone can show. Bat those phyiioians 
who denounce hone6t investigation in this 
or any other direction are unworthy of the 
profession to whioh they belong, and should 
be relegated to some limbo where they can 
enjoy their self satisfaction without coming 
in contact with their more energetic broth 
ren. 


Britain's Future Fuel. 

The British Association is meeting this 
year at Newoastle on-Tyne for the third time 
in a quarter of a century. The new pre¬ 
sident is Professor W. H. Flower, of the 
British Museum, and the head of the gec- 
vraphloal seotion is a man well known in 
Canada, Sir Franois de Winton. It is sug¬ 
gested that the scientists, meeting in the 
place they do, shall apply themselves to 
the tough old problem of when the British 
ooal beds are likely to run out. The pos¬ 
sibility of liquid fusl being adapted for 
replacing coal is already being discussed, 
and the Liverpool Mercury says on this 
point : “ The English consul at St. Peters¬ 
burg, in his last report, says that the 
residuum of naphtha is being used in Russia 
as fuel to a oonstautly increasing extent. 
Taking tho city of Mosoow as an example, 
it is fonnd that, although that city is 1,500 
miles from Baku, the source of supply, yet 
the dregs of naphtha prove 35 per cent, 
oheapsr for fuel than either wood or ooal. 
The manufacturers and tho railway corn 
panics are using liquid fuel, as well as the 
steamers on the Caspian sea, and a stove is 
now being Introduoed whioh will util's • 
liquid fuel for domestic parposes.

Farmers, Beware ! 

A new scheme to defraud the confiding 
farmer has recently been put in practice. 
It was worked on a Lyon C runty farmer 
and is described as follows : An ageni 
called on the farmer to sell him apple tree 3 . 
He did not ask any pay for them, bnt simply 
asked the farmer to plant them on shares 
The agent of the company furnished the 
trees, tha farmer planted them, and the 
company got half the fruit for twelve years 
from the time of planting. Tne farmer 
bound himself to keep the trees pruned, etc.; 
also, if be sold his farm any time befsre the 
12 years expired, he must pay for the trees 
at the rate of $1.50 oaoh. For this he gave 
a bond of agreement as security to the 
agent for $550, and this bond was registered 
against the land without the farmer’s know 
ledge. In the course of two or three months 
another gentleman came along looking for a 
farm. He called at the honse and told tht 
farmer that his farm wan just what he want¬ 
ed. He had the oash to pay down and 
offered him all or more than It was worth. 
They made a deal, bnt tf oourse before the 
purchaser paid any money down he wanted 
to go and examine the registry office, to 
which be and the farmer proceeded. They 
found the bond registered against the place 
for $500, and the farmer rather than miss so 
good a sale, paid the $500 In order to get a 
clear title. He then looked for his friend 
who had purchased his farm, but he was 
nowhere to be found. He only then learned 
that he had been swindled out of his money. 
The swindler has not been heard from.—
